5 BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:
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DIVISION I
DEPARTMENT ON AGING

Section 1. 2013 Iowa Acts, chapter 138, section 131, is
amended to read as follows:

SEC. 131. DEPARTMENT ON AGING. There is appropriated from
the general fund of the state to the department on aging for
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2014, and ending June 30,
2015, the following amount, or so much thereof as is necessary,
to be used for the purposes designated:

For aging programs for the department on aging and area
agencies on aging to provide citizens of Iowa who are 60 years
of age and older with case management for frail elders, Iowa’'s
aging and disabilities resource center, and other services
which may include but are not limited to adult day services,
respite care, chore services, information and assistance,
and material aid, for information and options counseling for
persons with disabilities who are 18 years of age or older,
and for salaries, support, administration, maintenance, and
miscellaneous purposes, and for not more than the following
full-time equivalent positions:

1. Funds appropriated in this section may be used to
supplement federal funds under federal regulations. To
receive funds appropriated in this section, a local area
agency on aging shall match the funds with moneys from other
sources according to rules adopted by the department. Funds
appropriated in this section may be used for elderly services
not specifically enumerated in this section only if approved
by an area agency on aging for provision of the service within
the area.

2., Of the funds appropriated in this section, $339+973
$279,946 is transferred to the economic development authority

for the Iowa commission on volunteer services to be used for
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the retired and senior volunteer program.

3. a. The department on aging shall establish and enforce
procedures relating to expenditure of state and federal funds
by area agencies on aging that require compliance with both
state and federal laws, rules, and regulations, including but
not limited to all of the following:

(1) Requiring that expenditures are incurred only for goods
or services received or performed prior to the end of the
fiscal period designated for use of the funds.

(2) Prohibiting prepayment for goods or services not
received or performed prior to the end of the fiscal period
designated for use of the funds.

(3) Prohibiting the prepayment for goods or services
not defined specifically by good or service, time period, or
recipient.

(4) Prohibiting the establishment of accounts from which
future goods or services which are not defined specifically by
good or service, time period, or recipient, may be purchased.

b. The procedures shall provide that if any funds are
expended in a manner that is not in compliance with the
procedures and applicable federal and state laws, rules, and
regulations, and are subsequently subject to repayment, the
area agency on aging expending such funds in contravention of
such procedures, laws, rules and regulations, not the state,
shall be liable for such repayment.

4. Of the funds appropriated in this section, $325;000

$250,000 shall be used to fund services to meet the unmet needs

of older individuals as identified in the annual compilation of
unmet service units by the area agencies on aging.
5. Of the funds appropriated in this section, $3805060

$600,000 shall be used to fund home and community-based

services through the area agencies on aging that enable older
individuals to avoid more costly utilization of residential or
institutional services and remain in their own homes.

6. Of the funds appropriated in this subsection, $310+7680
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$20,000 shall be used for implementation continuation of a

guardianship and conservatorship monitoring and assistance

pilot project as specified in this 2013 Act.

(3) It is the intent of the general assembly that from the
moneys allocated in this paragraph “b”, persons with a dual
diagnosis of substance-related disorder and gambling addiction
shall be given priority in treatment services.

c. Notwithstanding any provision of law to the contrary,
to standardize the availability, delivery, cost of delivery,
and accountability of problem gambling and substance-related
disorder treatment services statewide, the department shall
continue implementation of a process to create a system
for delivery of treatment services in accordance with the
requirements specified in 2008 Iowa Acts, chapter 1187, section
3, subsection 4. To ensure the system provides a continuum
of treatment services that best meets the needs of Iowans,
the problem gambling and substance-related disorder treatment
services in any area may be provided either by a single agency
or by separate agencies submitting a joint proposal.

(1) The system for delivery of substance-related disorder
and problem gambling treatment shall include problem gambling

prevention.
(2) The system for delivery of substance-related disorder
and problem gambling treatment shall include substance-related

disorder prevention by July 1, 2015.
(3) Of the funds allocated in paragraph “b”, the department

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may use up to $56+668 $100,000 for administrative costs to
continue developing and implementing the process in accordance
with this paragraph “c”.

d. The requirement of section 123,53, subsection 5, is met

by the appropriations and allocations made in this 2014 Act for

purposes of substance-related disorder treatment and addictive
disorders for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2014.

e. The department of public health shall work with all
other departments that fund substance-related disorder
prevention and treatment services and all such departments
shall, to the extent necessary, collectively meet the state
maintenance of effort requirements for expenditures for
substance-related disorder services as required under the
federal substance-related disorder prevention and treatment
block grant.

135.106. The funding shall be distributed to renew the grants
that were provided to the grantees that operated the program
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 2014.

b. In order to implement the legislative intent stated in

The full
implementation and expansion shall include enhancing the scope
of the program through collaboration with the child health
specialty clinics to promote healthy child development through
early identification and response to both biomedical and social
determinants of healthy development; by developing child
health metrics to inform practice, document long-term health
impacts and savings, and provide for continuous improvement
through training, education, and evaluation; and by providing
for practitioner consultation particularly for children with
behavioral conditions and needs. The department of public
health shall also collaborate with the Iowa Medicaid enterprise
and the child health specialty clinics to integrate the
activities of the first five initiative into the establishment
of patient-centered medical homes, community utilities,
accountable care organizations, and other integrated care
models developed to improve health quality and population
health while reducing health care costs. To the maximum extent
possible, funding allocated in this paragraph shall be utilized
as matching funds for medical assistance program reimbursement.

c. Transitional and postrelease interagency communication
and coordination to ensure a more seamless transition
of the individual to the community, ongoing linkages to
community-based services, and continuity of care.

e. “Health care services” means services for the diagnosis,
prevention, treatment, cure, or relief of a health condition,
illness, injury, or disease.

f. THealth carrier” means an entity subject to the insurance
laws of this state, or subject to the jurisdiction of the
commissioner, including an insurance company offering sickness
and accident plans, a health maintenance organization, a
nonprofit health service corporation, a plan established
pursuant to chapter 509A for public employees, or any other
entity providing a plan of health insurance, health care
benefits, or health care services. ~Health carrier” includes,
for purposes of this section, an organized delivery system.

g. ~Pharmacy benefits manager” means the same as defined in
section 510B.1.

2., The commissioner shall develop, by rule, a standard prior
authorization process and form for use by health carriers and
pharmacy benefits managers that require prior authorization for
prescription drug benefits pursuant to a health benefit plan,
by January 1, 2015.

3. Prior to development of the standard prior authorization
process and form, the commissioner shall hold at least one
public hearing to gather input in developing the standard
process and form from interested parties.

4. The standard prior authorization process shall meet all
of the following requirements:

a. Health carriers and pharmacy benefits managers shall
allow health care providers to submit a prior authorization
request electronically.

b. Health carriers and pharmacy benefits managers shall

provide that approval of a prior authorization request shall be
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valid for a minimum of one hundred eighty days.

c. Health carriers and pharmacy benefits managers shall
ensure that the prior authorization process allows a health
carrier or pharmacy benefits manager to substitute a generic
drug for a previously approved brand-name drug with the health
care provider s approval and the patient’s consent.

d. Health carriers and pharmacy benefits managers shall make
the following available and accessible on their internet sites:

(1) Prior authorization requirements and restrictions,
including a list of drugs that require prior authorization.

(2) Clinical criteria that are easily understandable
to health care providers, including clinical criteria for
reauthorization of a previously approved drug after the prior
authorization period has expired.

(3) Standards for submitting and considering requests,
including evidence-based guidelines, when possible, for making
prior authorization determinations.

e. Health carriers and pharmacy benefits managers shall
provide a process for health care providers to appeal a prior
authorization determination.

5. In adopting an electronic prior authorization standard,
the commissioner shall consider national standards pertaining
to electronic prior authorization, such as those developed by
the national council for prescription drug programs.

6. The standard prior authorization form shall meet all of
the following requirements:

a. Not exceed two pages in length.

b. Be available in an electronic format.

c. Be transmissible in an electronic format.

7. Health carriers and pharmacy benefits managers shall use
and accept the standard prior authorization form beginning on
July 1, 2015. Health care providers shall use and submit the
standard prior authorization form, when prior authorization is
required by a health benefit plan, beginning on July 1, 2015.

8. a. If a health carrier or pharmacy benefits manager
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fails to use or accept the standard prior authorization form
or to respond to a health care provider’s request for prior
authorization of prescription drug benefits within seventy-two
hours of the health care provider’s submission of the form,
the request for prior authorization shall be considered to be
approved.

b. However, if the prior authorization request is
incomplete, the health carrier or pharmacy benefits manager may
request the additional information within the seventy-two-hour
period and once the additional information is provided the
provisions of paragraph “a@” shall again apply.

EXPLANATION

The inclusion of this explanation does not constitute agreement with
the explanation’s substance by the members of the general assembly.

This bill relates to appropriations for health and human
services made in 2013 Iowa Acts, chapter 138 (SF 446) for
fiscal year 2014-2015 to the department of veterans affairs,
the Iowa veterans home, the department on aging, the office
of long-term care ombudsman, the department of public health,
Iowa finance authority, state board of regents, department of
inspections and appeals, department of human rights, and the
department of human services (DHS). With some exceptions the
enacted amounts appropriated for FY 2014-2015 are approximately
50 percent of the amounts appropriated for the same purposes
for the prior fiscal year along with some other changes. The
bill revises the appropriation amounts.

The bill is organized into divisions.

DEPARTMENT ON AGING — FY 2014-2015. This division amends
appropriations from the general fund of the state for the
department on aging for FY 2014-2015.

OFFICE OF LONG-TERM CARE OMBUDSMAN — FY 2014-2015. This
division amends appropriations from the general fund of
the state for the office of long-term care ombudsman for FY
2014-2015.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC HEALTH — FY 2014-2015. This division
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amends appropriations from the general fund of the state for
the department of public health.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS AFFAIRS — FY 2014-2015. This
division amends appropriations from the general fund of the
state for the department of veterans affairs and the Iowa
veterans home for FY 2014-2015.

DEPARTMENT OF HUMAN SERVICES — FY 2014-2015. This division
amends appropriations from the general fund of the state and
the federal temporary assistance for needy families block grant
to DHS. The reimbursement section addresses reimbursement for
providers reimbursed by the department of human services.

HEALTH CARE ACCOUNTS AND FUND — FY 2014-2015. This division
amends certain health-related appropriations for FY 2014-2015.
A number of the appropriations are made for purposes of the
medical assistance (Medicaid) program in addition to the
general fund appropriations made for this purpose for the same
fiscal year. The division provides that if the total amounts
appropriated from all sources for the medicaid program for
FY 2014-2015 exceed the amount needed, the excess remains
available to be used for the program in the succeeding fiscal
year.

PERSONNEL SETTLEMENT AGREEMENTS. This division provides
that as a condition of the appropriations in the bill, the
moneys appropriated and any other moneys available cannot be
used for payment of a personnel settlement agreement that
contains a confidentiality provision intended to prevent public
disclosure of the agreement or any terms of the agreement.

PRIOR YEAR APPROPRIATIONS. This division amends provisions
from prior year appropriations.

The division amends a provision appropriating funds to
the medical residency training account to provide that
notwithstanding any provision to the contrary under the
account, priority in awarding of grants shall be given to the
development of new medical residency positions, psychiatric

residency positions, and family practice residency positions.
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The division repeals a provision which authorized a change
in Medicaid reimbursement of consumer-directed attendant care
as a cost-savings measure.

The division amends provisions appropriating funds for
the autism support program and for foster care respite to
provide for carry forward of funds that remain unencumbered
or unobligated at the close of FY 2013-2014 to the succeeding
fiscal year for the purposes designated.

The division amends a provision relating to reimbursement of
community mental health centers to provide a new reimbursement
methodology.

The provisions in this division take effect upon enactment
and the provisions relating to reimbursement of community
mental health centers and consumer-directed attendant care are
retroactively applicable to July 1, 2013.

MENTAL HEALTH AND DISABILITY SERVICES. This division
relates to mental health and disabilities services (MH/DS)
administered by county regions, makes appropriations, and
extends county levy equalization provisions for the services.

A new general fund transfer is made to the property tax
relief fund and then appropriated for FY 2014-2015 for
distribution to counties and regions to equalize the funding in
order for the combined amount of property tax and equalization
funding available for MH/DS to amount to $47.28 per capita. 1In
addition, an appropriation is made for distribution of state
case funding to counties.

The department of human services and the division of
vocational rehabilitation services of the department of
education are required to jointly develop protocols and program
models to integrate the employment-related services and other
supports provided to persons with disabilities through federal
match funding administered by the department and the division.
The department and the division are required to report to the
joint appropriations subcommittees on health and human services
and on education on the expenditure of such funding in the
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previous fiscal year along with findings and recommendations
on or before December 15, 2014.

The department of human services is required to continue
and expand a previous study regarding the possible development
of a psychiatric and substance-related disorder treatment
hospital bed tracking system. The study group is required to
identify options for implementing a bed tracking system in the
fiscal year beginning July 1, 2015, and include a detailed
proposal for the option preferred by the study group. In
addition, the department is required to engage with various
stakeholders to study community-based placement options for
persons with serious mental illness to divert from or end the
need for an institutional placement of the persons and to make
recommendations.

Code section 331.388, relating to definitions for the
regional MH/DS system and Code section 426B.3, relating to
property tax relief fund payments, are amended to revise
population definitions. The definitions require the use of
the population shown by the latest preceding certified federal
census or the latest applicable population estimate issued by
the United States census bureau, whichever is most recent. The
bill provides that the date utilized is July 1 of the fiscal
year preceding the fiscal year in which the population figure
is applied.

Code section 331.391, relating to MH/DS regional financing,
is amended to require that if a region is meeting the financial
obligations for implementation of its regional service system
management plan for a fiscal year and residual funding is
anticipated, the regional administrator is to reserve an
adequate amount for cash flow of expenditure obligations in the
next fiscal year. The amount reserved for cash flow is limited
to 25 percent of the previous fiscal year s gross expenditures.
Residual funding remaining after the cash flow amount is
reserved is to be used to expand the region’s core services and
then to make additional core service domains available in the

region.

Code section 331.397, relating to regional core services
for the adult mental health and disability services system,
is amended. Code section 331.397 lists core service domains
that the mental health and disability service regions are
required to make available to adults with mental illness or
an intellectual disability. Under each of the domains is a
list of services included in the domain. The bill requires
the service domain relating to support for employment to
also authorize support for activities leading to employment
providing an appropriate match with an individual’s abilities.

Code section 331.424, relating to the county levy for MH/DS,
and Code section 331.391, relating to regional finances, are
amended to provide that a county and the regions must reserve
an adequate amount for cash flow purposes in the next fiscal
year. Residual funding remaining after the cash flow amount
is reserved is to be used to expand core services and then to
make additional core services available. The maximum cash
flow reserve is limited to 25 percent of the gross expenditure
budgeted for the fiscal year.

Code section 426B.3, relating to per capita funding for
county services funds and the Medicaid offset or “clawback”,
is amended. Under the clawback requirement in Code section
426B.3, DHS is required to calculate the amount that would have
been paid from a county services fund for a person eligible
under the county’s services plan that would be non-Medicaid
services but due to the person’s enrollment under the Iowa
health and wellness plan (IHWP) are instead covered by IHWP.
The Medicaid offset or clawback amount is 80 percent of the
amount calculated. Authority for a county auditor to review
the amount calculated for a county or for the amount to
be independently audited is replaced with authority for an
independent review of all amounts by the auditor of state.

Direction is provided for the calculation of the clawback

amounts for fiscal year 2013-2014 to be based upon actual
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expenditures by counties during the period of July 1, 2013,
through December 31, 2013.

The appropriation of federal social services block grant
funding for FY 2014-2015 in 2013 Iowa Acts, chapter 136 (HF
614), to the property tax relief fund is amended to make an
allocation to DHS for state case services similar to the
allocation made for this purpose for the prior fiscal year.

FAMILY SUPPLEMENTATION. This division amends Code section
249A.4, relating to supplementation by the resident or family
of a resident who is covered by the Medicaid program of the
costs of nursing care by reducing the occupancy rate of the
nursing facility from 80 percent to 50 percent in order for
supplementation to be applicable.

MISCELLANEQUS. This division includes miscellaneous
provisions.

Code section 217.32, relating to office space provided by
counties for department of human services personnel assigned
to provide local services, is amended. The department is
required to report annually to the auditor of state detailing
the costs incurred by each county for office space and for
providing supplies and equipment and the amounts reimbursed by
the department in the preceding fiscal year. The auditor of
state is required to publicly issue an opinion as to whether
the charges and costs incurred and departmental reimbursements
are reasonable.

Code section 256I.8, relating to the duties of early
childhood Iowa area boards, is amended to authorize the early
childhood Iowa state board to waive a prohibition against an
area board acting as a provider of services to or for the
area board. The state board is required to adopt criteria
for granting a waiver based upon cost effectiveness, service
quality improvement or maintenance, or other appropriate basis
identified by the state board.

ASSET VERIFICATION. This division directs the department

of human services to contract with a third-party vendor to
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establish an electronic asset, income, and identity eligibility
verification system for applicants for and recipients of
Medicaid who are eligible based upon being aged, blind,

or disabled. The third-party vendor must demonstrate in
writing its current relationships or contracts with financial
institutions in the state and nationally. Participation

by financial institutions in providing account balances is
voluntary. DHS is to submit a progress report to certain
legislators by September 1, 2014. The division takes effect
upon enactment.

INTERDEPARTMENTAL COORDINATION FOR INDIVIDUALS RELEASED
FROM THE CORRECTIONAL SYSTEM. This division directs the
departments of human services, public health, and corrections
to implement an interagency collaborative effort to provide an
integrated approach to address the medical and psychosocial
needs of individuals upon release from a correctional facility.
The departments are directed to submit by December 15, 2014,

a report to certain legislators describing the details of

the approach developed and implemented, any barriers to the
development and implementation, any recommendations for changes
in statute or rules to facilitate the approach, and any other
recommendations.

DEPARTMENTAL RESPONSIBILITY FOR MENTAL HEALTH ADVOCATES.
This division establishes an office of mental health advocate
in the department of inspections and appeals and specifies
duties for the administrator of the office. The department is
required to contract with the state board of regents to employ
the persons appointed to serve as mental health advocates.

A transition provision directs the department to commence
organizational activities during FY 2014-2015 as necessary
to fully implement the new departmental office and all of
the bill’s related substantive provisions on July 1, 2015.
The department is granted emergency rulemaking authority if
necessary to achieve the implementation date.

This division takes effect July 1, 2014.
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IMPLEMENTATION — MENTAL HEALTH ADVOCATES. This division
provides for implementation of the change in administration
of the mental health advocates on July 1, 2015, including
conforming changes to various Code sections.

Code section 225C.4, relating to the duties of the
administrator of the mental health and disability services
division of the department of human services, is amended
to correct a reference to mental health advocates and to
include the department of human rights in a duty for providing
consultation and technical assistance to advocates.

Code section 226.31, relating to an application for a court
order for transfer of a dangerous patient from a state mental
health institute, is amended to correct a reference to the
advocate to be included in a notice of a hearing.

Code section 229.2, relating to admissions of juvenile
mental health patients, is amended to correct a reference to
the appointment of a mental health advocate for juveniles
involuntarily committed.

Code section 229.9A, relating to requirements for the clerk
of court to notify a mental health advocate of application and
order information, is amended to correct a reference to the
advocate and to authorize the advocate to attend any court
hearing involving the respondent.

Code section 229.12, relating to the procedure for
hospitalization hearings, is amended to correct a reference to
the advocate.

Code section 229.14A, relating to notice requirements for
involuntary commitment placement orders and transfers, is
amended to correct a reference to the advocate and to eliminate
a reference to a procedure for withdrawal of an attorney that
is revised by the bill.

Code section 229.15, relating to the periodic reports
required when hospitalization of a patient is continued by
court order, is amended to require the report to be provided to

the advocate.

Code section 229.19, the primary Code provision for
mental health advocates, is extensively revised to insert
the department of inspections and appeals’ new mental health
advocate division in place of the counties. The court is
required to notify the office when a patient is found to be
seriously mentally impaired and the office is required to
appoint the advocate. A procedure for continuation of the
respondent ‘s attorney when a patient is found to be seriously
mentally impaired is revised to require the attorney to
cooperate with the patient’s advocate instead of assuming the
duties of an advocate. Responsibility for compensation of
the mental health advocate is shifted to the division and the
division is required to recover the costs of the mental health
advocate if the person is not indigent.

Code section 229.25, relating to exceptions for release of
medical records maintained by a hospital or other treatment
facility, is amended to correct a reference to the advocate
regarding the release of the records to the advocate when the
patient has signed a waiver.

The bill includes a provision providing for the appointment
on July 1, 2015, of the persons serving as mental health
advocates immediately prior to that date.

This division takes effect July 1, 2015.

PRIOR AUTHORIZATION. This division, in new Code section
505.26, requires the development and use of a standard process
and form to obtain prior authorization for prescription drug
benefits under a health benefit plan. The division provides
definitions and requires the commissioner of insurance to
develop, by rule, a standard process and form by January 1,
2015. Before developing the process and form, the commissioner
is required to hold at least one public hearing to obtain input
from interested parties. The form must not exceed two pages in
length and must be available and transmissible in an electronic
format.
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
